On  page  1183  it  was  stated  that  Theophilus  Miles,  b  at  Milford  1  Dec 

1703,  married  Katharine - ,  probably  niece  of  Louis  Liron.  This 

statement  was  based  on  Liron’s  will,  which  referred  to  Katharine  Miles  as 
his  kinswoman.  My  investigations  show  that  she  was  actually  grandniece 
of  Liron’s  wife,  and  establish  a  distinguished  ancestry  for  her.

ILnoch  Culver,  Sr. 

REVOLUTIONARY  SOLDIER 

This  is  the  story  of  a  pair  of  stockings,  and  how  they 
proved  service  in  the  Revolutionary  War. 

Enoch  Culver  was  born  in  Wallingford,  Conn.,  30  Jan., 
1725,  and  died  there  22  Sept.,  1812  in  the  88th  year  of  his 
age.  He  came  of  vigorous  stock.  His  great-grandfather, 
Edward  Culver,  a  veteran  of  the  Pequot  War  of  1637,  was 
robust  enough  to  serve  in  his  old  age  as  a  scout  in  King 
Philip’s  War  in  1675.  His  grandfather,  Joshua  Culver, 
settled  in  New  Haven,  removing  from  there  about  1680  to 
Wallingford,  where  he  died  at  the  age  of  70.  Enoch  was 
son  of  Samuel  Culver  by  his  first  wife,  Ruth  Tyler.  His 
maternal  grandparents  were  William  Tyler  and  Mary  Lath- 
rop,  the  latter  being  a  great-granddaughter  of  the  Rev.  John 
Lathrop. 

The  Colver-Culver  Genealogy,  page  76,  says  of  Enoch: 
“It  is  stated  by  some  authorities  that  he  was  a  Revolution¬ 
ary  soldier,  and  that  with  his  brother  Samuel,  he  was  taken 
prisoner  at  Fort  Washington,  but  the  compiler  of  this  gene¬ 
alogy  has  been  unable  to  verify  this  statement.”  The  book 
quoted  is  quite  incomplete  and  contains  many  inaccuracies, 
but  it  is  probable  that  the  above  statement  was  based  on 
family  tradition.  Such  muster  rolls  of  Connecticut  soldiers 
in  the  Revolutionary  War  as  have  been  preserved  do  not 
contain  the  name  of  Enoch  Culver,  Sr.  This  negative  evi¬ 
dence  is  inconclusive,  because  the  extant  muster  rolls  are 
very  incomplete.  It  can  be  proved  from  muster  rolls  and  of¬ 
ficial  documents  that  Samuel  Culver,  Enoch’s  younger  half- 
brother,  who  was  born  25  Sept.,  1728,  served  as  Ensign  in 
Col.  Hooker’s  regiment,  that  he  was  held  a  prisoner  from  29 
June,  1779  to  2  Jan.,  1781,  and  that  he  died  at  Wallingford, 
22  March,  1781,  shortly  after  his  release,  as  a  result  of  the 
privations  he  had  undergone.  Enoch  Culver,  Sr.,  who  settled 
his  brother’s  estate,  presented  a  claim  to  the  Conn.  Legisla¬ 
ture  for  wages  due  to  his  deceased  brother  Samuel,  on  be¬ 
half  of  the  latter’s  family. 

Hence  it  is  certain  that  Enoch  Culver,  Sr.,  was  in  sym¬ 
pathy  with  the  patriotic  cause,  for  had  there  been  the  slight- 
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est  question  of  his  loyalty,  he  would  not  have  been  chosen 
to  present  this  petition  on  behalf  of  his  brother’s  family. 
This  fact  also  suggests  that  there  may  have  been  some  truth 
in  the  family  tradition  preserved  in  the  Colver-Culver  Gene¬ 
alogy,  though  it  cannot  be  proved  now. 

In  the  Revolutionary  Archives  at  the  Conn.  State  Li¬ 
brary,  vol.  12,  document  439a,  is  an  account  against  the 
State  presented  by  the  town  of  WallingfGrd.  It  is  headed 

“Wallingford,  Jan.a  1,  1778  . A  Count  of  the  Clothing 

bought  for  the  Continental  Army  by  sd  Army,”  and  the  fol¬ 
lowing  item  appears  thereunder:  “1.  Pare  of  Stockings  to 

Enoch  Culver - 0.  9.  0.”  Taking  these  words  in  their 

usual  significance,  the  implication  of  this  item  is  that  Enoch 
Culver  was  serving  in  the  Continental  Army  prior  to  Jan.  1, 
1778,  most  likely  during  the  preceding  year,  and  that  these 
stockings  having  been  bought  and  supplied  to  him,  the  town 
of  Wallingford  was  billing  the  State  for  their  value.  The 
question  is  whether  the  reference  pertains  to  Enoch,  Sr.,  or 
to  his  son  Enoch. 

The  following  references  to  the  family  of  Enoch,  Sr.,  are 
found  in  the  Wallingford  Vital  Records,  which  are  scattered 
through  the  early  volumes  of  deeds.  These  entries  are  in 
vol.  15,  the  margins  of  which  are  frayed,  making  portions  of 
the  entries  illegible.  The  missing  portions  have  been  sup¬ 
plied  in  parentheses  from  the  History  of  Wallingford 
(published  1870),  page  722,  the  children  named  in  Enoch’s 
will,  and  other  sources.  On  page  680 :  “Enoch  Culver  Mar¬ 
ried  Lois  Benham  P.  Sami1  Hall  Esqr.  (8  Feb.,  1749).”  On 
the  following  page  are  entered  the  births  of  the  following 
children  to  Enoch  and  Lois  Culver: 

Ebenezer,  born  30  Aug.,  1749. 

(E)sther,  born  24  July,  1751. 

(John),  born  28  Dec.,  1753. 

(L)ois,  born  4  June,  1756. 

(E)noch,  born  24  Oct.,  1763. 

On  page  682  are  entered  the  deaths  of  Enoch  and  Wil¬ 
liam,  sons  of  Enoch  (Sr.)  and  Lois  Culver,  but  the  year  of 
death  in  both  instances  has  been  lost  from  the  margin  of 
the  page.  The  births  of  these  two  sons  are  not  found  op  rec¬ 
ord,  but  presumably  they  were  born  between  Lois  in  1756 
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and  Enoch  in  1763. 

Enoch  Culver,  Jr.,  married  Lucy  Hall  on  19  Oct.,  1786 
(Wallingford  Deeds,  vol.  22,  page  222).  The  files  of  the 
Bureau  of  Pensions  at  Washington  contain  documents  re¬ 
lating  to  the  service  in  the  Revolutionary  War  of  Enoch,  Jr. 
A  letter  from  the  Acting  Commissioner  of  the  Bureau,  dated 
16  April,  1924,  gives  the  following  information: 

“I  have  to  advise  you  that  from  the  papers  in  the  Revo¬ 
lutionary  War  petition  claim,  W.  25464,  it  appears  that 
Enoch  Culver  (Jr.)  was  born  October  24,  1761,  at  Walling¬ 
ford,  New  Haven  County,  Connecticut. 

“While  residing  in  Wallingford,  Connecticut,  he  enlisted 
and  served  in  the  Connecticut  Militia  as  follows; 

“From  August  1778  two  months  in  Captain  Lusk's 
Company. 

“From  July  1779  two  months  in  Captain  Dan  Collins' 
Company. 

“From  September  1780  two  months  in  Captain  Oliver 
Stanley’s  Company. 

“From  August  1781  two  months  in  Captain  John 
Hough’s  Company. 

“He  was  allowed  pension  on  his  application  executed 
January  23,  1838,  while  residing  in  Burlington,  Hartford 
County,  Connecticut.  He  died  March  1,  1838. 

“He  married  October  19, 1786,  at  Wallingford,  Connecti¬ 
cut,  Lucy  Hall.  She  was  allowed  pension  on  her  application 
executed  December  27,  1838,  while  residing  in  Burlington, 
Connecticut,  aged  sixty-six  years.” 

As  Enoch,  Sr.,  died  before  the  passage  of  the  first  gen¬ 
eral  pension  act,  he  never  applied  for  a  pension,  and  would 
not  have  been  likely  to  do  so  unless  totally  incapacitated  as 
a  result  of  his  service.  It  is  extremely  probable  that  Enoch, 
Jr.,  claimed  in  his  application  for  pension  ALL  the  military 
service  he  performed.  It  is  important  that  the  earliest  ser¬ 
vice  claimed1  by  him  started  in  August  1778,  over  seven 
months  after  the  date  of  the  Wallingford  account  dated  1 
Jan.,  1778,  which  included  the  item  of  stockings  to  Enoch 
Culver.  The  latter  document  did  not  specify  Sr.  or  Jr.,  and 
in  the  lack  of  specification,  it  is  more  reasonable  to  infer 
that  the  father  was  intended,  rather  than  a  young  boy  of 
not  quite  fifteen.

Apparently  the  only  objection  to  the  conclusion  that 
the  service  prior  to  1  Jan.,  1778,  belonged  to  Enoch,  Sr.,  is 
his  age  at  the  time  of  service,  which  was  fifty-two  years.  It 
has  been  shown  above  that  Enoch’s  half-brother  Samuel 
was  in  active  service  when  over  fifty  years  old ;  in  fact,  both 
Samuel  and  his  son  of  the  same  name  served  in  the  army, 
the  father  being  an  officer  and  the  son  a  private.  Enoch, 
Sr.,  lived  to  be  eighty-eight,  and  the  family  in  that  genera¬ 
tion  seems  to  have  been  robust  and  hardy.  What  his  brother 
Samuel  did,  it  was  possible  for  Enoch  to  do. 

Largely  on  the  strength  of  the  pair  of  stockings,  Enoch 
Culver,  Sr.,  has  been  accepted  by  the  General  Society, 
Daughters  of  the  Revolution,  and  by  the  National  Society, 
Daughters  of  Founders  and  Patriots,  as  an  eligible  ancestor 
with  active  war  service. 

It  will  be  noted  that  Enoch  Culver,  Jr.,  in  his  applica¬ 
tion  stated  his  date  of  birth  as  24  Oct.,  1761,  whereas  the 
entry  of  his  birth  in  Wallingford  records  stated  it  as  24 
Oct.  1763.  The  present  writer  read  the  date  as  1763  in  the 
Wallingford  records,  but  after  learning  from  the  Pension 
Office  that  the  man  himself  had  stated  the  year  as  1761,  and 
realizing  the  damaged  condition  of  the  page  on  which  the 
birth  was  entered,  modestly  assumed  that  he  had  misread 
the  date,  and  therefore  printed  it  as  1761  in  volume  II., 
page  469,  of  the  present  work.  Another  examination  of  the 
Wallingford  record  has  verified  the  original  reading  of  the 
date  as  1763.  Whether  the  Wallingford  entry  or  the  man’s 
own  knowledge  of  his  age  is  at  fault,  cannot  bo  determined 
with  certainty.  If  1763  was  correct,  he  was  not  quite  fifteen 
at  the  date  of  his  first  enlistment,  August  1778,  and  like 
many  youths  eager  to  play  their  part  in  war  times,  may  have 
overstated  his  age  deliberately  at  his  first  enlistment.  In  that 
event,  he  may  have  set  back  the  date  of  his  birth  two  years 
when  filing  his  pension  application,  in  order  to  make  it  cor¬ 
respond  with  his  alleged  age  at  the  time  of  his  enlistment. 
This  is  the  most  probable  explanation  of  the  discrepancy, 
and  if  true,  makes  it  all  the  more  unlikely  that  he  was  in 
active  service  earlier  than  August  1778,  and  confirms  our 
conclusion  that  the  service  rendered  prior  to  1  Jan.,  1778 
was  the  service  of  his  father  Enoch,  Sr.

It  relates  to  people  who  lived  in 
Bethany  parish,  and  since  scarcely  one  of  these  entries  is  to  be  found  in 
the  public  records,  the  list  is  of  great  value.  It  should  be  noted  that  this 
private  recorder,  while  usually  stating  ages  in  years,  months,  and  days,  in 
several  instances  overstated  the  age  by  an  exact  year.

BLACKMAN  Blackman  and  Allied  Families.  Com¬ 
piled  for  Nathan  Lincoln  Blackman  by  Alfred  L.  Holman. 
Privately  printed,  Chicago,  1928.  8°,  cloth,  1  chart,  258  pp. 
Address:  Nathan  L.  Blackman,  6930  South  Shore  Drive, 
Chicago,  Ill. 

The  first  twenty-one  pages  are  devoted  to  a  record  of  the  family  of 
John  Blackman  (of  Dorchester  1640),  one  branch  of  which  is  brought  down 
for  eight  generations.  A  very  full  account  is  given  of  the  families  of 
James  Adams  (of  Westerly  1698),  of  Thomas  Joslin  (of  Hingham  1635), 
and  of  John  Keigwin  (of  Stonington  1702). 

The  remainder  of  the  volume  deals  less  exhaustive!}'  with  other  fami¬ 
lies  from  whom  Mr.  Blackman  traces  his  descent.  A  great  deal  of  informa¬ 
tion  is  compressed  into  small  compass,  and  descendants  of  the  following 
Connecticut  settlers  will  find  much  of  interest  in  the  book:  Robert  Allen  or 
Allyn  (of  New  London  1651);  William  Billings  (of  New  London  by  1670); 
Richard  Birge  (of  Windsor  1640);  Robert  Campbell  (of  New  London  1714); 
Stephen  Gates  (of  Preston  1708,  son  of  Stephen  of  Hingham  1638):  Wil¬ 
liam  Gaylord  (of  Windsor  1638);  George  Geer  (of  New  London  1659);  Jona¬ 
than  Gillett  (of  Windsor  1635);  Thomas  Holcombe  (of  Windsor  1635);  Rob¬ 
ert  Howard  (of  Windsor  by  1643);  John  Ingersoll  (of  Hartford  by  1651); 
William  Kennedy  (of  Preston  before  1727);  Thomas  Kilbourne  (of  Wethers¬ 
field  by  1640);  Joseph  Loomis  (of  Windsor  1639);  Thomas  Lord  (of  Hart¬ 
ford  1636);  Daniel  McMains  of  Plainfield  1734):  John  Marsh  (of  Hartford 
1636);  John  Packer  (of  New  London  by  1651);  Walter  Palmer  (of  Stoning¬ 
ton);  Robert  Parke  (of  Stonington);  George  Phelps  (of  Windsor  1(35):

References  to 
printed  sources  are  given,  and  on  many  of  the  families  much  original  re¬ 
search  has  been  done.  Many  documents  are  quoted,  and  the  illustrations 
add  to  the  value  of  the  book.  The  fact  that  Mr.  Holman  is  the  compiler 
gives  assurance  that  the  research  was  carefully  done  and  that  the  informa¬ 
tion  found  in  the  book  is  dependable.  It  ranks  with  the  best  pedigree 
books  of  this  type,  and  is  recommended  to  genealogical  students  and  libra¬ 
ries.

This  pamphlet  states  the  ancestry  of  Lydia  Nicholls,  wife  of  William 
Dodge,  through  her  father  Benjamin  Nicholls  of  Mansfield,  Conn.,  and 
her  mother  Lydia  Upham.  It  follows  “Sergeant  Francis  Nicholls  and 
Descendants  of  bis  Son,  Caleb”,  by  Walter  Nicholls,  in  stating  that  Fran¬ 
cis  Nicholls  of  Stratford,  the  first  settler,  was  son  of  Francis  &  Margaret 
(Bruce)  Nicholls  and  hence  brother  of  Gov.  Richard  Nicolls  of  New  York. 
This  statement  of  the  parentage  of  Francis  of  Stratford  is  erroneous. 
Francis  the  brother  of  Richard  was  a  Royalist  Captain,  who  followed  the 
King  into  exile,  and  died  on  the  Continent;  since  the  Civil  War  in  Eng¬ 
land  did  not  break  out  until  1642,  and  our  American  Francis  was  in  Straf¬ 
ford  in  1639  and  died  there  in  1650,  the  identification  is  impossible.  On 
page  13  it  is  stated  that  Benjamin  Nicholls  who  was  born  at  Stratford  15 
June  1729,  married  at  Mansfield,  Conn.,  20  June  1745,  Lydia  Upham.  No 
proof  is  given,  and  although  it  is  not  impossible  that  a  youth  of  sixteen  was 
married  at  that  age  in  a  town  far  removed  from  his  place  of  residence,  the 
circumstances  are  unusual  and  descendants  of  the  Mansfield  Benjamin 
should  seek  record  proof  of  these  statements  before  accepting  them. 

HARMON  The  Ancestry  of  Lydia  Harmon  1755-1836, 
wife  of  Joseph  Waterhouse  of  Standish,  Maine.  By  Walter 
Goodwin  Davis.  Published  by  Stanhope  Press,  Boston, 
Mass.,  1924.  122  p.  8° 

This  is  a  model  volume,  evidencing  careful  and  thorough  research  in 
original  record  sources.  The  material  is  well  arranged  and  presented,  and 
there  is  an  adequate  index.  A  very  full  account  is  given  of  the  early  Har¬ 
mons  of  New  England,  and  other  families  treated  are  those  of  William 
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Roberts  of  Oyster  River,  N.  H.,  Robert  Goodale  of  Salem  and  Wells,  Isaac 
Cousins  of  Wells,  John  Hoyt  of  Amesbury,  Newington  and  Scarborough, 
George  Brown  of  Salisbury,  Robert  Taprill  and  George  Walton  of  Great  Is¬ 
land,  N.  H.,  and  Daniel  Hasty  of  Scarborough.  This  volume  also  contains 
a  reprint  of  a  curious  tract  entitled  “Lithobolia:  or,  the  Stone-Throwing 
Devil”,  originally  printed  in  London  in  1698,  which  narrates  the  supernat¬ 
ural  events  that  harassed  George  Walton’s  family  at  Great  Island,  N.  H. 

HOSMER  Hosmer  Genealogy.  Descendants  of  James 
Hosmer  who  Emigrated  to  America  in  1635  and  Settled  in 
Concord,  Mass.  By  George  Leonard  Hosmer.  Pub.  Cam¬ 
bridge,  Mass.,  1928.  271  p.  8°.  Order  from  George  L.  Hos¬ 
mer,  Room  1-239,  Mass.  Institute  of  Technology,  Cambridge, 
Mass.  Price,  $10.00. 

The  family  name  is  traced  to  Saxon  times,  and  the  ancestry  of  the 
American  Hosmers  is  authentically  traced  to  James  Hosmer  (died  1605) 
of  Ticehurst,  co.  Sussex,  the  grandfather  of  Thomas  Hosmer,  founder  of 
the  Hartford,  Conn.,  branch  and  of  his  brother  James  Hosmer,  founder  of 
the  Concord,  Mass.,  branch.  The  old  difficulty  regarding  the  identity  of 
the  mother  of  the  emigrants  is  carefully  analj^sed,  and  her  real  identity  es¬ 
tablished. 

The  book,  which  is  attractively  bound  in  cloth,  with  gilt  top,  traces 
the  Concord  branch,  ^nd  lists  over  3400  individuals  who  were  related  by 
descent  or  marriage  to  the  emigrant  James.  The  arrangement  of  the  gen¬ 
ealogical  matter  is  clear  and  workmanlike,  and  there  is  an  adequate  index 
(27  pages).  The  compiler  in  his  preface  modestly  disclaims  any  pretense 
that  his  Hosmer  history  is  complete.  However,  completeness  is  an  ideal 
impossible  of  attainment  in  this  kind  of  work,  and  Mr.  Hosmer  has  merit¬ 
ed  the  gratitude  of  Hosmer  descendants  and  genealogical  students  in  gen¬ 
eral,  for  preserving  the  valuable  material  he  has  collected  by  publication 
in  a  form  w’hich  makes  it  accessible  to  all. 

There  are  pictures  of  the  churches  at  Ticehurst,  co.  Sussex,  and  at 
Hawkhurst,  co.  Kent,  with  which  the  grandparents  and  parents  of  the  em¬ 
igrants  were  associated,  and  other  illustratipns.  We  recommend  the  vol¬ 
ume  fo  genealogical  libraries. 

SEAMAN  The  Seaman  Family  in  America  as  descend¬ 
ed  from  Captain  John  Seaman  of  Hempstead,  Long  Island. 
By  Mary  Thomas  Seaman.  New  York,  1928.  338  p.  8'J. 
Order  from  the  author,  Miss  Mary  T.  Seaman,  2  Montague 
Terrace,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.  Price,  $20.00. 

This  volume,  recently  issued  from  the  press  of  Tobias  A  Wright,  Inc., 
presents  an  attractive  appearance,  with  red  cloth  binding,  gilt  top,  a  high 
grade  of  laid  paper,  and  excellent  typography. 

It  contains  a  wealth  of  material  on  the  descendants  of  Capt.  John  Sea- 
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man,  who  after  a  brief  sojourn  in  'Massachusetts  aiul  Connecticut,  became 
an  original  proprietor  of  Hempstead,  L.  I.,  in  1647,  and  was  appointed 
Captain  of  Queens  County  Troop  in  1665.  Miss  Seaman’s  courage  in  un¬ 
dertaking  to  record  the  history  of  so  prolific  a  family  is  worthy  of  ap¬ 
plause;  for  Captain  John  is  credited  with  sixteen  children,  and  the  Hemp¬ 
stead  Census  of  1698  lists  forty  Seamans.  A  simple  numbering  system  is 
employed;  descendants  in  the  male  line  are  traced,  and  the  children  of  Sea¬ 
man  daughters,  given,  when  known. 

Great  praise  should  be  bestowed  on  the  choice  of  the  twenty-two  illus¬ 
trations.  Of  these,  the  coat-of-arms  (in  black  and  white  )mav  be  purchased 
separately  for  $1.00,  and  the  reproductions  of  the  1657  deed  from  the  Indi 
ans  to  Seaman  and  others,  and  the  autographed  deed  of  John  Seaman  to 
his  sons,  as  well  as  three  pictures  of  Seaman  homesteads,  and  a  unique 
map,  are  sold  separately  at  fifty  ceuts  each.  Other  original  documents, 
deeds,  marriage  certificates,  etc.,  are  reproduced  in  the  book,  which  as  a 
whole  and  in  detail  should  be  of  absorbing  interest  to  Seaman  descendants. 
The  book  is  well  indexed  (45  pages). 

The  difficulties  that  beset  the  searcher  who  attempts  to  trace  hong  Is- 
lan  1  families  are  only  too  well  known  to  the  reviewer,  and  where  defici¬ 
encies  occur  in  the  present  volume,  we  are  more  disposed  to  sympathize 
than  to  criticise.  However,  the  possibilities  of  research  on  the  early  gen¬ 
erations  have  not  been  exhausted,  and  a  few  inaccuracies  strike  the  eye. 
On  page  14  we  find  the  statement:  "In  1646  John  Seaman  and  his  broth¬ 
er  Caleb  are  recorded  in  New  Haven,  Conn.  At  this  period  came  the  Pe- 
quod  Indian  War,  and  Captain  John  Mason  was  given  chief  command  (as 
Major)  of  the  Connecticut  Troops.  To  John  Seaman  he  gave  command  of 
one  of  the  Companies’’,  etc.  Actually,  the  name  of  John  Seaman  was  net 
mentioned  in  New  Haven  records  in  1646,  when  Caleb  Seaman,  quite  possi¬ 
bly  his  brother,  was  recorded  as  about  to  return  to  England.  The  Pequot 
War  was  fought  in  1637,  before  New  Haven  was  in  existence.  John  Mason 
led  the  Connecticut  Colony  troops  as  Captain,  and  was  called  by  that  title 
in  the  colonial  records  as  late  as  1653,  the  title  Major  being  first  applied  to 
him  in  May  1654.  We  have  been  unable  to  find  in  any  contemporary  source 
the  statement  that  John  Seaman  served  under  Mason  in  the  Pequot  War. 
No  muster  roll  of  Connecticut  troops  serving  under  Mason  has  ever  been 
found  or  published,  and  the  most  accurate  list  obtainable  is  the  one  painstak¬ 
ingly  compiled  by  the  late  James  Shepard  in  his  pamphlet,  ‘‘Connecticut 
Soldiers  in  the  Pequot  War  of  1637’’-a  work  which,  incidentally,  does 
not  mention  the  name  of  John  Seaman. 

We  have  called  attention,  in  the  interest  of  historical  accuracy,  to  what 
we  can  only  consider  an  unproved  (and  probably  unprovable)  statement 
in  "The  Seaman  Family”,  and  we  believe  that  Miss  Seaman  was  led  into 
error  by  following  secondary  instead  of  primary  sources  of  historical  infor¬ 
mation  respecting  the  career  of  Capt.  John  Seaman.  We  in  no  sense  intend 
to  impugn  her  general  accuracy,  or  the  value  of  the  genealogical  statistics 
which  she  has  preserved  in  her  sumptuous  volume,  which  we  cordially  rec¬ 
ommend  to  genealogical  libraries. 
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STORK  The  Genealogy  of  the  Descendants  of  Moses 
Stork,  Scarborough,  Yorkshire,  Old  England.  Compiled  and 
published  by  Charles  A.  Storke  of  Santa  Barbara,  Calif., 
1925.  21  p.  12°. 

The  founder  of  this  family  was  Moses  Stork,  who  by  1746  had  come 
from  Scarborough,  co.  York,  England,  to  New  London,  Conn.,  removing  a 
few  years  later  to  Branford,  Conn.  From  there  the  family  removed  to 
Chenango  County,  N.  Y.  The  descendants  are  traced  and  listed  with 
exactness.  This  pamphlet  was  issued  and  distributed  in  the  hope  of  elicit¬ 
ing  additional  information  for  a  more  complete  history  of  the  family.  On 
the  early  generations,  unpublished  vital,  probate  and  census  records  are 
quoted,  adding  to  the  value  of  tiie  booklet. 

Accurate;  not  indexed. 

STOWE  Ancestry  and  some  of  the  descendants  of 
Capt.  Stephen  Stowe  of  Milford,  Conn.  Compiled  and  pub¬ 
lished  by  Nathan  Stowe  of  Milford,  Conn.,  1924.  24  p.  8° 

This  interesting  pamphlet  traces  one  branch  of  the  John  Stowe  family 
of  Roxburv,  Mass.,  through  his  son  Thomas  of  Middletown,  Conn.,  and 
Thomas,  Jr.,  and  Dea.  Samuel,  both  of  Middletown,  to  the  latter’s  son 
Stephen  Stowe  (1726-1777)  of  Milford,  who  had  four  sons  in  active  service 
in  the  Revolutionary  War,  and  lost  his  own  life  nursing  the  sick  American 
soldiers.  The  line  is  traced  to  the  grandfather  of  the  emigrant,  based  on 
the  research  in  England  of  Mrs.  Elizabeth  (French)  Bartlett.  A  full  rec¬ 
ord  of  brothers  and  sisters  is  given  in  each  generation;  also  biographical 
notes  of  ancestors  in  the  direct  line;  the  ancestry  of  Freelove  Baldwin,  wife 
of  Capt.  Stephen  Stowe;  and  a  partial  record  of  their  descendants. 

Accurate;  complete  within  self-imposed  limits;  not  indexed. 

TOWNE  The  Ancestry  of  Lieut.  Amos  Towne  1737- 
1793  of  Arundel  (Kennebunkport),  Maine.  By  Walter  Good¬ 
win  Davis.  Published  by  The  Southworth  Press,  Portland, 
Me.,  1927.  81  p.  8° 

Like  the  Harmon  book  noticed  above,  this  is  a  splendid  piece  of  work, 
based  on  original  research  both  here  and  abroad.  It  treats  of  the  families 
of  William  Towne  of  Topsfield  and  Arundel,  whose  antecedents  in  England 
are  traced,  Thomas  Browning  of  Salem  and  Topsfield,  Robert  Smith  of 
Boxford,  Ens.  Thomas  French  of  Ipswich,  Zacheus  Curtis  of  Boxford  and 
Topsfield,  and  Thomas  Lcoke  of  Lynn  and  Boxford.  Mr.  Davis,  in  issuing 
monographs  on  the  families  of  early  settlers,  such  as  are  contained  in  this 
volume  and  the  Harmon  book,  has  set  a  high  standard  of  excellence,  and 
we  hope  he  will  continue  to  publish  the  results  of  his  researches. 
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In  sending  out  renewal  forms  for  Volume  VI,  it  gives  the  editor  the 
greatest  pleasure  to  announce  that  the  magazine  has  at  last  been  placed  on 
a  solid  foundation,  and  to  thank  those  subscribers  and  friends  whose  in 
terest  and  generosity  made  this  possible. 

Within  the  past  two  years  a  total  of  $419  was  donated  to  the  Endow¬ 
ment  Fund,  the  individual  gifts  ranging  from  $1  to  $100.  This  has  made 
it  possible  for  the  editor  to  employ  the  Ptee  needed  clerical  assistance,  and 
since  the  establishment  of  this  fund  the  manuscript  cf  the  New  Haven 
families  has  been  prepared  for  the  printer,  from  the  letter  M  to  the  end 
of  the  alphabet. 

In  addition  to  the  cash  endowment,  the  magazine  has  been  greatly  as¬ 
sisted  by  the  action  of  several  subscribers  in  subscribing  for  an  extra  copy, 
and  particularly  the  liberality  of  the  Society  of  the  Colonial  Wars  in  the 
State  of  Connecticut  in  purchasing  five  complete  sets  of  the  magazine. 

The  raising  of  the  advance  subscription  price  from  $5  to  $6,  beginning 
with  Volume  V.,  enabled  the  magazine  for  the  first  time  in  its  history  to 
pay  current  printing  expenses  out  of  current  income. 

The  pre  paration  of  the  manuscript  for  the  printer  to  the  end  of  the  al¬ 
phabet,  although  it  will  nearly  exhaust  the  Endowment  Fund,  guarantees 
the  continued  publication  of  the  magazine  until  the  record  of  New  Haven 
families  is  completed.  It  is  estimated  that  Volumes  VI.,  VII.  and  VIII. 
will  take  care  of  this  material.  It  is  the  editor’s  intention,  as  the  sale  of 
back  issues  gradually  produces  profit,  to  replace  the  amount  that  has 
been  expended  out  of  the  Endowment  Fund,  and  to  hold  it  towards  the 
preparation  of  an  index  after  the  eight  volumes  are  completed.

The  undersigned  is  seeking  support  for  the  compilation  of  a  book  treat¬ 
ing  of  the  “Founders  of  Connecticut”.  In  a  very  few  years  this  State  will 
celebrate  its  Tercentennial,  and  surely  no  better  way  can  be  found  to 
commemorate  the  anniversary  than  by  honoring  the  founders  in  a  book 
devoted  to  a  detailed  account  of  them,  their  achievements,  and  their 
families. 

Genealogy  has  been  revolutionized  since  Savage  published  his  pioneer 
work  in  1860,  and  since  then  books  have  been  published  on  the  early  set¬ 
tlers  of  Massachusetts  and  Rhode  Island.  The  splendid  work  of  Mr. 
Libby  on  the  early  families  of  Maine  and  New  Hampshire  is  now  in  process 
of  compilation,  and  the  first  part  has  appeared  in  print.  Connecticut 
should  not  lag  too  far  behind  her  sister  States  of  New  England  in  thus 
paying  tribute  to  her  founders. 

It  has  long  been  the  hope  of  the  undersigned  to  undertake  such  a

sity  of  earning  a  livelihood  have  stood  in  the  way.  It  is  understood  that 
the  work  on  Maine  and  New  Hampshire  families  has  had  financial  back¬ 
ing  from  a  public-spirited  citizen.  Perhaps  there  are  those  in  Connect¬ 
icut  who  have  both  the  willingness  and  the  means  to  support  such  an 
undertaking  here. 

The  undersigned  is  willing  to  contribute  freely  the  results  of  his  many 
years  of  research.  Others  have  generously  offered  material  relating  to 
families  of  certain  towns.  There  will  still  remain,  hovcever,  a  tremend¬ 
ous  amount  of  special  research  to  be  d«ne,  in  original  sources  of  informa¬ 
tion  which  are  scattered  throughout  the  State.

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BOOK  REVIEWS 

This  department  of  the  New  Haven  Genealogical  Magazine  offers  to 
compilers  and  publishers  of  genealogical  books  the  opportunity  to  secure 
fair  and  honest  reviews  of  their  productions.  The  reviewer  will  do  his 
utmost  to  point  out  the  good  features  of  every  book  which  is  presented  for 
review,  but  in  fairness  to  readers  will  mention  striking  deficiencies,  such 
as  the  lack  of  an  index,  usually  poor  arrangement  of  material,  or  gross 
inaccuracies.

KELSEY  A  Genealogy  of  the  Descendants  of  William  Kelsey, 
Volume  I.  From  data  collected  by  many,  and  concluded  by  Earl 
Leland  Kelsey.  Coat-of-arms  in  color.  295  p.  8°.  Pub.  1928 
by  a  committee  of  the  Kelsey  Family.  Order  from  Dwight  C. 
Kelsey,  53  Hillcrest  Ave.,  Hamden,  Conn.  Price,  $5.25,  postpaid. 

This  attractively  printed  and  bound  volume  from  the  press  of  Tuttle, 
Morehouse  and  Taylor,  New  Haven,  Conn.,  presents  through  the  births  of 
the  fifth  generation  the  descendants  of  William  Kelsey,  who  settled  at  Cam¬ 
bridge  in  1632,  at  Hartford  in  1636,  and  at  Killingworth  in  1663.  Female 
lines  are  carried  down  to  a  considerable  extent,  so  that  this  first  volume  is 
really  a  history  of  a  related  group  of  Connecticut  families,  making  it  a 
valuable  addition  to  genealogical  libraries  both  public  and  private.  Among 
the  Killingworth  family  names  to  which  considerable  space  is  devoted  are 
Chatfield,  Hull,  Nettleton,  Parmelee,  Stevens,  and  Wilcox. 

It  is  apparent  that  much  research  has  been  done;  authorities  are  stated; 
and  a  full  index  is  provided.  The  tone  of  the  book  is  judicial,  and  even 
though  the  reader  may  not  in  every  instance  accept  the  suggested  solutions 
of  the  more  difficult  problems,  these  problems  are  always  stated  fairly  and 
the  editors  are  not  dogmatic  in  expressing  their  opinions. 

The  preface,  which  is  well  worth  reading,  tells  what  patience  and  self- 
sacrificing  labor  during  the  course  of  many  years  were  required  to  compile 
this  work  and  prepare  it  for  publication.  The  demand  for  this  type  of 
book  is  necessarily  limited,  and  printing  costs  are  high.  The  backers  of 
such  a  publication  cannot  hope  to  get  back  a  tithe  of  the  money  and  labor 
that  have  gone  into  it,  but  they  deserve  sufficient  support  from  those  of 
the  family  name  and  blood  to  refund  at  least  the  printing  costs  and  enable 
them  to  proceed  with  the  publication  of  the  data  relating  to  subsequent 
generations.  The  very  moderate  price  at  which  this  first  volume  is  offered 
should  make  it  possible  for  every  Kelsey  to  purchase  a  copy, — until  the 
edition  is  exhausted. 
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LEWIS  Randall  Lewis  of  Hopkinton,  Rhode  Island  and  Dela¬ 
ware  County,  New  York  and  some  of  his  Descendants.

This  is  an  intimate,  friendly  sort  of  book,  with  much  genealogy,  consider¬ 
able  biography,  a  few  pages  of  verse  and  other  matter  of  interest  to  the 
compilers  and  their  family.  The  binding  is  attractive  and  substantial,  a 
heavy  glazed  paper  is  used,  suitable  for  the  frequent  illustrations,  the 
indexes  occupy  fourteen  pages,  and  at  the  end  are  sixteen  ruled  blank  pages 
for  the  use  of  the  owner  in  writing  additions. 

Randall  Lewis  of  Hopkinton,  R.  I.,  married  in  1765,  and  his  birth  may 
be  placed  hypothetically  at  about  1740.  There  are  strong  genealogical 
reasons  for  believing  that  he  was  son  of  Amos  Lewis,  a  great-grandson  of 
the  first  John  Lewis  of  Westerly,  R.  I.,  and  the  present  reviewer  is  con¬ 
vinced  that  such  was  the  fact.  The  compiler  conscientiously  refrains  from 
making  positive  statements  unless  he  has  valid  legal  evidence,  and  therefore, 
after  presenting  what  is  known  concerning  Randall ’s  probable  connection 
with  the  earlier  generations,  begins  the  genealogy  at  that  point,  and  traces 
Randall ’s  descendants. 

Genealogical  tables  are  inserted  here  and  there,  giving  the  ancestry  of 
some  of  the  Lewis  wives,  thus  aiding  the  descendants  in  tracing  their  other 
ancestral  lines.  The  arrangement  of  material,  though  easy  enough  to  follow, 
is  more  complex  than  the  systems  which  to-day  are  more  generally  employed 
in  genealogies. 

The  compiler  has  been  engaged  on  Lewis  research  for  many  years,  and 
in  1887  founded  the  Lewis  Letter,  a  monthly  family  magazine,  which  later 
was  published  for  many  years  under  the  name  Lewisiana  by  Mr.  Carll  A. 
Lewis  now  of  North  Branford,  Conn.  The  present  book  will  be  welcomed 
by  all  the  members  of  this  branch  of  the  Lewis  family. 
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It  is  with  real  grief  we  announce  the  death  of  our  friend  and 
printer,  Clarence  D.  Smith,  on  May  6th,  after  a  brief  illness, 
at  his  home  near  Elmer  Hill,  Lake  Delta,  a  suburb  of  Rome,  N.  Y. 

Mr.  Smith  was  keenly  interested  in  historical  and  genealogical 
subjects,  and  had  correspondents  all  over  the  country,  many  of 
whom  he  generously  aided  in  their  researches.  He  visited  all  the 
cemeteries  of  his  section,  copying  stones,  and  in  particular  estab¬ 
lishing  the  burial  places  of  the  veterans  of  the  Revolutionary 
War.  Many  headstones  in  memory  of  these  have  been  placed 
as  a  result  of  his  untiring  efforts. 

In  1921  he  was  appointed  official  historian  for  the  town  of 
Western,  a  position  for  which  he  was  well  qualified.  He  was  com¬ 
piling  a  record  of  the  descendants  of  Henry  Peck  of  New  Haven, 
and  had  collected  over  22,000  names.  He  also  compiled  the 
descendants  of  Lieut.  Jonathan  Rudd,  of  Saybrook,  and  of  John 
Smith  (miller),  of  Providence,  R.  I.  He  planned  to  issue  his 
Peck  Genealogy  in  parts  after  completing  the  labor  of  printing 
the  Families  of  Ancient  New  Haven  in  our  magazine.  Perhaps 
in  the  years  to  come,  he  will  be  longest  remembered  by  genealogi¬ 
cal  students  for  his  share  in  the  production  of  the  last-named 
work,  five  volumes  of  which  he  printed,  a  total  of  over  1280 
pages. 

Mr.  Smith  was  an  honorary  member  of  Fort  Stanwix  Camp, 
No.  58,  S.  0.  V.,  and  a  member  of  the  Connecticut  Society, 
S.  A.  R.  In  addition  to  his  other  interests,  he  was  an  enthusi¬ 
astic  collector  of  postage  stamps. 

In  spite  of  severe  physical  handicaps,  Mr.  Smith  was  an  inde¬ 
fatigable  worker.  He  was  a  man  of  cheerful  and  optimistic 
temperament,  and  in  the  face  of  misfortunes  and  discourage¬ 
ments  maintained  his  equanimity  and  continued  to  build  for  the 
future.  Immediately  after  the  first  issue  of  the  magazine  was 
published,  his  house  was  destroyed  by  fire,  but  he  loyally  insisted 
on  carrying  on  the  printing  of  the  magazine  as  soon  as  he  could 
replenish  the  type  and  machinery  which  had  been  destroyed. 
His  kindness  and  good  nature  were  manifest  to  all  who  had  the 
pleasure  of  knowing  him  or  dealing  with  him.

AT  YE  EDITOR’S  DESK 

The  death  of  the  printer  who  has  “stood  by”  us  in  the  pub¬ 
lication  of  the  first  five  volumes  of  the  magazine  occurred  just 
as  we  were  getting  under  way  on  Volume  VI,  with  renewal 
blanks  already  issued,  and  the  renewals  coming  in.  The  neces¬ 
sity  of  finding  a  new  printer  at  once  is  responsible  for  the 
changes  which  subscribers  will  observe  in  the  current  issue. 

We  have  always  known  that  we  could  not  secure  as  favorable 
a  rate  from  a  large  metropolitan  printing  house,  as  Mr.  Smith 
of  Rome,  N.  Y.,  gave  us.  There  are  sound  business  reasons  why 
that  is  so,  and  it  does  no  good  to  bewail  the  facts;  it  is  more  to 
the  point  to  face  them,  and  to  arrive  at  the  best  solution  possible. 
We  are  bitterly  opposed  to  raising  the  price  of  the  magazine 
again,  and  shall  not  do  so  under  any  circumstances.  We  are 
also  opposed  to  reducing  the  number  of  pages  in  each  issue. 
The  only  other  way  to  bring  the  cost  of  producing  the  magazine 
within  the  sum  received  from  annual  subscriptions  is  to  employ 
a  larger  size  of  type. 

Of  course  this  reduces  somewhat  the  amount  of  material 
printed  in  each  issue,  but  we  have  adopted  this  solution  as  the 
most  practical  one.  To  tell  the  truth,  we  have  regretted  that 
we  did  not  begin  the  magazine  with  the  larger  type,  for  proof¬ 
reading  the  smaller  type  is  hard  on  the  editor’s  eyes,  and  some 
typographical  errors  have  escaped  notice  which  should  have  been 
caught  had  larger  type  been  employed.  No  doubt  some  of  our 
subscribers  will  welcome  the  larger  type  for  the  same  reason, 
that  it  is  easier  on  the  eyes  of  the  reader.  But  welcome  or  not, 
the  change  had  to  be  made,  and  we  have  confidence  that  our 
subscribers  will  accept  the  inevitable  in  the  same  spirit  in  which 
we  have  met  it. 

Four  pages  will  be  reserved  at  the  end  of  each  issue  for  book 
reviews  and  necessary  announcements.  If  the  financial  condi¬ 
tion  of  the  magazine  permits,  we  shall  print  80  pages  instead  of 
64  in  the  final  issue  of  each  volume.

The  second  volume  of  this  work  maintains  the  high  standard  set  by  the 
first,  and  indicates  to  an  even  greater  extent  the  tremendous  amount  of 
work  that  has  been  required  to  collect  these  records  and  prepare  them  for 
publication.  The  present  volume  is  devoted  to  the  fifth  and  sixth  genera¬ 
tions,  including  the  births  of  the  children  of  the  seventh  generation.  On 
some  lines  this  brings  the  work  down  to  the  births  of  Kelseys  who  are  still 
living,  while  in  other  branches  intervening  generations  have  still  to  appear. 

The  pictures  of  old  Kelsey  houses  and  sawmills  increases  the  attractive¬ 
ness  of  this  second  volume,  which  genealogically  shows  the  same  conscien¬ 
tious  care  which  wTe  found  pleasure  in  commending  in  our  review  of  the  first 
volume. 

The  index  is  quite  adequate  and  fills  nearly  fifty  pages.  On  the  female 
lines,  among  the  families  to  which  considerable  space  is  devoted  are  Chap¬ 
man,  Griswold,  Hubbard,  Hull,  Lane,  Stevens,  and  Wilcox. 

The  format  of  the  book  is  the  same  as  that  of  the  first  volume,  and  the 
difference  in  price  is  caused  by  the  larger  number  of  pages  in  this  volume. 
The  work  is  recommended  to  genealogical  libraries,  and  Kelsey  descendants 
should  be  eager  to  buy  each  volume  as  it  appears.  The  second  volume  does 
not  complete  the  work,  and  the  backers  of  the  publication  are  underwriting 
a  large  expense,  in  the  discharging  of  which  all  members  of  the  family 
should  share  to  the  extent  of  purchasing  copies.

The  Woodbridge  Mortality  List  states 
that  Hannah,  relict  of  Russell  Johnson  of  Oxford,  and  da.  Zenas 
&  Hannah  Peck,  d  at  AVest  Haven  1  Sep  1879  as.  94-3.  From  a 
printed  source  we  find:  Hannah  Peck,  b  4  June  1785,  d  1  Sep 
1879;  m  Russell  Johnson,  b  4  Oct  1789,  d  15  Nov  1830.  Also: 
Harriet  Peck,  b  c.  1791,  d  26  Aug  1853;  m  12  Oct  1811  Harry 
French,  b  25  Dec  1791,  d  17  May  1866.

Note  on  Gilbert’s  Mortuary  List 

(New  Haven  Genealogical  Magazine,  Arol.  V,  pp.  1259  and  1265) 
By  George  Sherwood  Dickerman.* 

The  List  contains  two  allusions  to  the  family  of  my  father, 
Ezra  Dickerman,  which  do  not  quite  agree  with  our  own  records 
as  given  in  the  Dickerman  Genealogy,  pp.  458-460. 

The  List  has  this  entry:  “February  1,  1835,  Died  child  of 
Ezra  Dickerman,  aged  1  year.” 

Our  record  gives  the  date  January  30,  and  the  age  a  little 
over  13  months. 

The  difference  here  is  unimportant. 


*  Mr.  Dickerman  wrote  us  :  “I  find  Mr.  Gilbert’s  records  generally  good  and  think 
you  did  well  to  print  them.” 
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The  other  entry  is  for  1845  as  follows,  “June  25  or  27,  Infant 
of  Ezra  Dickerman.  ’  ’ 

To  find  out  what  this  means,  we  may  glance  at  the  story  of  the 
family  as  a  whole.  On  the  date  given,  the  children  with  their 
several  ages  in  order  were  as  follows  : 

Edward  Dwight,  aged  18. 

Elizabeth  Hall,  aged  16. 

Abbie  Ann,  aged  13. 

Henry  Street,  aged  9. 

Sarah  Frances,  aged  7. 

Ezra  Day,  aged  4. 

George  Sherwood,  aged  2. 

Another  child,  Watson  Bradley,  was  born  on  the  ensuing  4tli 
of  January  1846,  but  does  not  belong  to  the  record  of  this  date. 
The  Infant  then  to  whom  Mr.  Gilbert  alludes,  is  manifestly 
George  Sherwood. 

And  now,  eighty-four  years  after,  the  task  falls  .to  me  of 
trying  to  show  in  a  convincing  manner  that  putting  me  on  a 
mortuary  list  in  1845  was  a  bit  premature. 

But  how  did  it  happen  ?  The  date  points  to  a  story  of  measles 
that  my  mother  used  to  tell.  It  was  thought  in  those  times  to 
be  a  good  thing  to  have  this  liability  over  with  while  children 
were  young.  That  month  of  June  in  1845  looked  like  a  favorable 
time  for  it.  All  of  the  family  were  quite  well,  summer  was 
coming  on,  and  the  measles  were  in  the  neighborhood.  So  Eliza¬ 
beth,  the  eldest  daughter,  was  sent  to  call  at  a  house  wrhere  the 
boon  could  be  got.  She  brought  it  home  with  her  and  after  a 
little  had  experience  of  what  it  meant  herself.  Then  in  due 
course  all  her.  brothers  and  sisters  shared  in  the  experience. 
Mother  had  assumed  that  she  was  immune,  and  -would  be  able 
to  devote  herself  to  taking  care  of  the  children,  but  this  was  a 
mistake,  and  she  too  came  down  with  all  the  others.  According 
to  her  account,  I  was  put  to  sleep  in  the  cradle  as  usual  with 
no  signs  of  what  was  coming,  till  in  the  night'  I  felt  bad, 
clambered  out  of  the  cradle  and  found  my  way  to  her  bedside, 
when  she  lifted  me  in  and  found  me  cold  as  a  stone.  After  that 
I  was  terribly  sick,  worse  than  anyone  else  of  them  all.  Still, 
somehow  or  other,  I  pulled  through,  like  all  the  rest. 

Some  twenty  years  after  this,  when  I  was  in  college  and 
mother  was  living  with  me  in  New  Haven,  my  youngest  brother, 
Watson  Bradley,  then  just  starting  as  a  broker  in  Wall  Street, 
paught  the  measles  there  and  came  up  to  our  home  with  his 
fiancee  to  be  taken  care  of.  That  was  the  hour  of  mother’s 
triumph :  ‘  ‘  See  what  all  the  rest  of  you  escaped  from !  ’ 7 

I  seem  to  have  been  the  only  one  to  get  into  the  Mortuary  List. 
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On  3  Apr.  1704  a  drawing  was  made  for  lots  in  the  “Half  Division” 
of  New  Haven  lands,  recorded  in  the  volume  of  Proprietors’  Records  which 
is  labeled  4,  at  pages  108  to  116.  This  list  gives  the  number  of  persons 
in  the  family  of  each  proprietor,  and  hence  is  equivalent  to  a  census.  It 
is  very  useful  in  checking  the  genealogical  statistics.  Those  with  none  in 
their  families  were  either  non-residents  or  deceased  early  proprietors.

TOWN  POOR,  NEW  HAVEN,  1786 

Contributed  by  Miss  Ethel  Lord  Scofield 


[After  the  new  towns  of  Hamden  and  North  Haven  were  set  oft  from 
New  Haven  in  1786,  an  agreement  was  made  dividing  the  town  poor  between 
the  original  town  and  the  daughter  towns.  This  document  is  among  the 
collections  of  the  New  Haven  Colony  Historical  Society,  and  the  following 
verbatim  copy  has  been  contributed  by  the  librarian,  Miss  Scofield.] 

At  a  Meeting  of  the  several  Committees  appointed  by  the 
several  Towns  of  New  Haven  Hamden  and  North  Haven  to  make 
an  Equal  Division  of  the  Poor  Persons  supported  by  the  said 
Towns  as  belonging  to  them  as  being  heretofore  the  Towns  Poor 
of  said  New  Haven  &  now  divided  to  each  Town  according  to 
their  lists  on  the  fifteenth  Day  of  December  A.  D.  1786  the 
aboue  Division  was  made  and  agreed  to  and  the  said  Poor  are 
divided  and  set  to  the  several  Towns  as  above  &  said  Towns  to 
take  and  support  them  accordingly — in  the  above  division  Daniel 
McNamarra  and  wife  and  Francis  Claridge  and  Family  are  not 
divided  but  still  remain  a  charge  upon  all  said  Towns  according 
to  their  sd  Lists 

Witness  our  Hands  in  New  Haven 
this  15th  day  of  December  1786

TWITCHELL.  Genealogy  of  the  Twitchell  Family.  Record 
of  the  Descendants  of  the  Puritan — Benjamin  Twitchell — Dor¬ 
chester,  Lancaster,  Medfield  and  Sherborn,  Massachusetts,  1632- 
1927.  Compiled  and  Edited  by  Ralph  Emerson  Twitchell.  4°. 
New  York,  1929.  Price,  $25.00;  order  from  Mrs.  Herbert  K. 
Twitchell,  Setauket,  L.  I.,  N.  Y. 

This  substantial  quarto  volume,  from  the  press  of  The  Tuttle  Company, 
Rutland,  Vt.,  is  a  well-made  book,  with  attractive  cloth  binding,  a  good 
grade  of  book  paper,  and  excellent  illustrations.  The  frontispiece  is  a 
picture  of  Chesham,  co.  Bucks,  Eng.,  where  the  Twitchell  family  originated, 
and  there  is  also  an  interesting  picture  of  the  market  square  at  Chesham, 
besides  nearly  seventy  portraits  of  members  of  the  Twitchell  family. 

There  are  61  pages  of  introductory  matter,  giving  records  of  the  family 
in  England,  ascertained  principally  through  the  efforts  of  Mr.  Herbert  K. 
Twitchell,  a  list  of  Massachusetts  Twitchells  in  the  Revolutionary  War, 
other  war  lists,  and  the  Twitchell  heads  of  families  in  the  first  federal 
census,  1790.  Then  follow  619  pages  devoted  to  the  genealogical  data  of 
descendants  of  Benjamin  Twitchell;  and  the  copious,  well-arranged  indexes 
fill  the  final  87  pages. 

Col.  Ralph  Emerson  Twitchell,  the  compiler,  a  well-known  writer  on  the 
history  and  archaeology  of  New  Mexico,  unfortunately  died  before  the 
publication  of  the  book,  which  bears  evidence,  in  the  citation  of  authorities 
for  the  early  generations,  of  his  scholarly  care.  The  financial  burden  of 
the  undertaking  was  assumed  by  Mr.  Herbert  Kenaston  Twitchell,  of  New 
York,  who  also  passed  away  before  the  book  wras  published. 

The  Massachusetts  lines  are  traced  with  requisite  thoroughness,  and  the 
numerous  biographies  are  extremely  well  written.  The  book  should  be  of 
abiding  interest  to  all  Twitchell  descendants,  and  is  recommended  to  all 
libraries  which  purchase  genealogical  books. 

The  presentation  of  the  earlier  generations  bears  evidence  to  their  being 
based  quite  largely  on  printed  sources,  and  we  may  surmise  that  future 
Twitchell  historians  may  find  additional  data  in  original  record  sources. 
It  is  with  real  regret  that  we  call  attention  to  the  inadequate  treatment  of 
the  Connecticut  branch  of  the  family  which  settled  early  at  Derby.  The 
account  of  this  branch,  much  less  thorough  than  that  of  the  Massachusetts 
branches,  was  drawn  chiefly  from  the  printed  histories  of  Derby  and 
Oxford,  and  in  addition  to  being  very  incomplete,  contains  several  inaccu¬ 
racies.  The  records  of  St.  James’s  Church,  Derby,  containing  numerous 
Twitchell  entries,  wrere  not  utilized  at  all,  though  printed  in  the  New  Eng¬ 
land  Historical  and  Genealogical  Register  in  1922.  Some  of  the  Twitchell 
entries  in  Sharpe’s  History  of  Oxford  were  overlooked. 

It  wras  Hannah  (Hinman),  widow  of  Samuel  Twitchell  (No.  52,  page  25) 
who  married  13  Apr.  1749,  John  Pierce,  and  not  Hannah  Twitchell  (No. 
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93,  page  48),  who  instead  married  Joseph  Tuttle.  The  birth  year  of  this 
Hannah  (1741)  has  been  arbitrarily  set  back  to  1735  in  order  to  enable 
her  to  marry  in  1749.  A  Samuel  Twitehell  born  1744  (No.  95,  page  49) 
is  erroneously  said  to  have  married  in  1801,  though  the  same  marriage  is 
correctly  attributed  to  a  younger  Samuel  (No.  236,  page  106).  It  is  said 
of  Abijah  Twitehell  (No.  239,  page  107),  who  was  born  1776:  “The  census 

of  1790  . does  not  give  this  man,  and  it  must  be  presumed  that  he 

had  died  before  that  time.”  Since  he  was  only  fourteen  years  old  in  1790, 
one  would  hardly  expect  to  find  him  listed  then  as  the  head  of  a  family; 
as  a  matter  of  fact,  his  death  is  recorded  at  Oxford  in  1811  aged  35. 
Elizabeth  Twitehell  (No.  108,  page  51),  born  1760,  is  said  to  have  married 
Icliabod  Dean.  Actually  she  married  Eliakim  Terrell,  and  the  marriage  to 
Ichabod  Dean,  which  took  place  1775,  belongs  to  Elizabeth  (Hull),  widow 
of  Wooster  Twitehell  (No.  100,  page  50).  It  is  said  that  Mary  Twitehell 
(No.  104,  page  51),  born  1750,  married  Benjamin  Bunnell,  “wTho  was  four¬ 
teen  years  her  junior  ” ;  it  was  really  her  younger  sister,  also  named  Mary 
(twin  with  Elizabeth,  born  10  Feb.  1760,  No.  109,  page  26)  who  married 
Benjamin  Bunnell;  the  older  Mary  had  died  young.  On  page  26,  the 
child  of  John  Twitehell,  born  10  Oct.  1737,  was  not  named  Edward,  as 
stated,  but  David  (No.  91);  he  had  a  first  cousin  David  (No,  103),  ten 
years  younger  than  himself.  Both  Davids  are  listed  in  the  1790  Census, 
but  only  one  of  them  is  identified  in  the  Genealogy  of  the  Twitehell  Family. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  examples  given  that  the  Derby  branch  of  the 
family  was  accorded  very  imperfect  treatment  by  the  compiler,  though 
the  worst  errors  may  be  due  to  the  lack  of  final  revision,  which  apparently 
he  did  not  live  to  complete.  For  these  imperfections  the  publisher  can  be 
held  in  no  way  responsible,  nor  do  they  detract  from  the  great  value  of 
the  information  given  on  other  branches  of  the  family.  The  book  is 
meritorious  in  so  many  respects  that  the  reviewer  deeply  regrets  not  being 
able  to  praise  it  in  every  respect. 


THE  MAGAZINE  OF  AMERICAN  GENEALOGY.  Pub¬ 
lished  monthly  by  the  Institute  of  American  Genealogy,  440-442 
Dearborn  Street,  Chicago,  Ill.  First  issue,  August,  1929. 
Price :  $1.50  per  issue. 

Each  issue  of  the  magazine  contains  several  sections,  the  sections  being 
paged  consecutively  through  the  successive  issues.  The  idea  seems  to  be 
to  enable  subscribers  to  bind  the  sections  into  so  many  separate  volumes. 

The  first  section  consists  of  editorial  matter.  The  second  contains  Deriva¬ 
tion  of  Surnames,  a  subject  in  which  many  people  are  interested,  but  which 
belongs  rather  to  the  field  of  etymology  than  to  that  of  genealogy.  Several 
excellent  hand-books  on  the  subject  are  in  existence,  which  furnish  the 
material,  and  the  Magazine  states,  “no  originality  is  claimed  for  this 
work.  ’  ’ 

The  third  section  treats  of  Heraldry.  The  first  and  second  issues  contain 
a  verbatim  reprint  of  the  history  of  heraldry  and  dictionary  of  terms,  from 
Burke’s  General  Armory.  The  subsequent  issues  contain  coats-of-arms  of 
various  surnames,  alphabetically  arranged,  but  without  specifying  the 
English  families  to  whom  the  arms  pertain.  Some  are  attributed  to  certain 
American  families,  but  the  grounds  for  such  attribution  are  not  stated. 

Section  IV  treats  of  Immigrants  to  America  before  1750,  and  Section  V 
of  Soldiers  and  Sailors  in  the  American  Revolution,  both  alphabetically 
arranged.  The  latter  is  useful,  as  it  brings  into  one  grouping,  with  refer¬ 
ences  to  the  printed  sources,  the  names  of  those  who  served  in  the  Revolu¬ 
tion,  which  heretofore  were  only  to  be  found  in  separate  publications.  The 
sixth  section  is  an  Index  to  American  Lineages,  the  seventh  is  a  Bibliog¬ 
raphy  of  American  Genealogy,  and  the  final  section  is  devoted  to  queries 
sent  in  by  subscribers. 
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The  whole  scheme  of  the  Magazine  is  undeniably  pretentious,  and  the 
fifth  and  seventh  sections  are  practical  enough  to  be  serviceable  to  genea¬ 
logical  students.  The  fourth  section  (Immigrants  to  America)  might  better 
be  omitted,  for  in  it  the  Magazine  gives  to  the  American  public  one  more 
of  those  conglomerations  of  mingled  fact  and  fancy  for  which  the  public 
never  seems  to  lose  its  appetite.  The  data  given  is  unverified  and  for  the 
most  part  unreferenced.  No  reputable  genealogist  would  dare  quote  it  as 
authority.  It  is  anonymous,  being  apparently  the  work  of  a  clerical  staff 
untrained  in  the  rudiments  of  genealogical  research,  and  unskilled  in  making 
critical  use  of  available  printed  sources,  evidenced  by  their  inability  to 
discriminate  between  good  genealogical  books  and  poor  ones.  This  section 
perpetuates  old  errors  and  perpetrates  new  errors.  It  is  distinctly  a  dis¬ 
service  to  the  cause  of  scientific  genealogy,  and  should  be  discontinued 
before  it  injures  irretrievably  the  standing  of  the  Institute  in  the  eyes  of 
all  serious  genealogical  students. 

The  space  of  a  single  review  is  insufficient  to  make  a  detailed  criticism 
of  the  data  that  has  appeared  in  the  fourth  section,  but  lest  the  above 
strictures  be  deemed  too  severe,  a  couple  of  examples  will  be  given  out  of 
the  many  with  -which  every  page,  in  this  section  teems.  On  page  33,  it 

is  said  of  Gideon  Allen  that  he  “m.  Sarah  - ;  m.  2d,  Ann,  dau.  of 

Nathaniel  Burr  of  Fairfield.”  His  only  wife  was  Sarah  Prudden;  it 
was  his  son  Gideon  who  settled  in  Fairfield  and  married  Ann  Burr.  On 
the  next  page,  Henry  Allen  is  given  a  son  George  (b.  1678)  who  actually 
did  not  belong  to  him,  but  to  his  brother  Gideon. 

These  are  examples  of  old  errors,  going  back  to  Savage.  Of  course, 
Savage  was  a  pioneer,  working  without  the  facilities  which  are  open  to 
genealogists  to-day;  and  he  displayed  marvelous  critical  acumen  and  judg¬ 
ment  in  handling  the  material  that  was  then  accessible.  But  it  cannot  be 
denied  that  after  some  seventy  years  Savage’s  work  is  antiquated  and 
must  be  amplified  by  that  of  many  searchers  who  have  combed  smaller 
fields  with  greater  thoroughness.  The  need  to-day  is  not  for  a  new  edition 
of  Savage,  but  for  a  new  Savage  who  can  compile  with  that  pioneer’s  keen 
judgment  the  data  which  has  been  made  accessible  since  his  day. 

But  the  anonymous  compilers  of  the  Immigrants  do  not  succeed  in 
improving  matters  when  they  depart  from  Savage.  On  page  41  we  read 
of  John  Ailing  that  he  ‘  ‘ m.  Oct.  14,  1652,  Eleanor  Beardsley  (Savage  says 
‘Ellen  Bradley’).”  Obviously  this  is  intended  for  a  correction  of  Savage. 
However,  Savage  is  not  alone  in  stating  the  wife’s  name  as  Ellen  Bradley; 
her  name  is  correctly  so  stated  in  the  excellent  verbatim  printed  copy  of 
the  New  Haven  Vital  Records;  it  is  also  so  stated  in  the  Ailing  Genealogy 
published  in  1899,  as  well  as  in  the  New  Haven  Genealogical  Magazine. 
Here  are  four  authorities,  from  the  oldest  to  the  most  recent,  one  of  them 
a  verbatim  copy  of  the  marriage  record  itself ;  all  agreeing  on  the  name 
Bradley.  Yet  the  Magazine  of  American  Genealogy,  following  some  name¬ 
less  authority,  prefers  to  print  an  incorrect  correction,  and  thus  give  cur¬ 
rency  to  a  new  error  which  reputable  genealogists  will  have  to  combat  for 
a  century  to  come.  Is  this  sort  of  thing  a  service  to  genealogy?  A 
thousand  times,  no! 

Granted  that  in  handling  an  immense  amount  of  data,  every  genealogist 
is  liable  to  a  very  occasional  error  of  fact  or  of  judgment,  the  quality  of 
-work  must  be  judged  by  what  is  characteristic,  not  by  what  is  exceptional. 
Unfortunately,  the  examples  given  are  not  exceptions,  but  characterize  every 
page  of  this  compilation,  and  brand  it  as  a  slip-shod  piece  of  work,  which 
any  genealogist  of  standing  would  repudiate. 

In  Section  VI  appear  what  are  called  American  Lineages,  alphabetically 
arranged.  The  lineages  follow  this  form:  Ailing:  “Benjamin  (b.  1736)  — 
Nathan — Samuel — John  (m.  1652).”  Only  males  are  indexed,  and  those  in 
the  intervening  generations  are  omitted  from  the  alphabetical  listing.  The 
first  issue  of  the  Magazine  contains  the  estimate  that  it  will  require  26 
volumes  of  500  pages  each  to  complete  this  index.  The  number  of  pages 
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printed  in  the  first  five  issues  indicates  that,  at  the  present  rate  of  printing, 
about  375  pages  will  be  printed  each  year.  At  this  rate  it  will  therefore 
require  about  a  third  of  a  century  to  complete  the  index,  and  few  of  those 
now  interested  in  genealogy  will  live  to  see  its  completion.  However,  the 
value  of  a  lineage  index  of  this  type  is  not  clear.  Certainly  there  is  value 
in  indexing  manuscript  collections  and  unindexed  books.  But  here,  to 
return  to  our  example,  are  some  two  pages  of  Ailing  lineages.  They  can 
all  (at  least,  all  the  correct  ones)  be  found  in  the  Ailing  Genealogy,  which 
is  indexed.  Where  would  an  Ailing  to-day  look  for  his  lineage  if  not  in 
the  Ailing  Genealogy,  and  just  what  benefit  is  derived  from  printing  two 
pages  of  selected  Ailing  lineages?  Every  issue  of  the  Magazine  contains 
the  following  conspicuously  placed  advertisement :  ‘  ‘  The  Institute  of 

American  Genealogy  is  prepared  to  furnish  a  typewritten  copy,  as  fully  as 
it  is  given  in  the  source,  of  any  lineage  listed.  ’  ’  Aside  from  this,  it  is 
doubtful  whether  the  Index  of  American  Lineages  will  serve  any  practical 
purpose. 

When  the  Institute  of  American  Genealogy  was  organized,  one  of  its 
proposed  objects  was  to  formulate  a  code  of  ethics  and  standard  of  practice 
for  professional  genealogists.  We  are  still  awaiting  with  curiosity  the 
code  of  ethics  that  will  be  formulated.  Genealogy  ranks  as  a  profession 
because  the  genealogist  charges  a  fee  for  personal  services  which  his 
knowledge,  training,  and  ability  enable  him  to  render.  No  conscientious 
genealogist  would  consider  it  ethical  to  turn  over  to  a  clerical  staff  inquiries 
for  information,  knowing  that  his  clerical  workers  would  merely  copy  matter 
from  genealogical  books,  without  study,  verification,  or  investigation  of 
the  accuracy  of  the  books  utilized.  Few  attempts  to  commercialize  gene¬ 
alogy  have  been  successful.  Those  that  have  enjoyed  moderate  success  have 
done  so  chiefly  by  capitalizing  the  ignorance  of  a  portion  of  the  genealogical 
public  regarding  what  constitutes  proper  methods  of  research. 

Genealogical  research  does  not  mean  copying  something  out  of  a  book, 
whether  right  or  wrong;  anyone  able  to  read  and  write  can  do  that.  It 
means  the  employment  of  special  knowledge  and  training  directed  towards 
discovering  and  establishing  a  correct  lineage,  by  the  critical  utilization  of 
dependable  printed  sources  and  (when  required)  by  study  of  unpublished 
record  sources.  These  remarks  would  not  be  apropos  in  a  review,  were  it 
not  that  the  advertising  which  is  printed  at  the  beginning  of  each  section  in 
every  issue  of  the  Magazine  of  American  Genealogy,  and  a  careful  analysis 
of  the  type  and  quality  of  the  data  printed,  clearly  indicate  that  the 
Institute  which  publishes  this  magazine  is  a  commercial  organization, 
attempting  to  apply  commercial  methods  to  genealogy. 
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Having  used  genealogical  books  critically  for  more  than  a  quarter  of  a 
century,  and  having  observed  the  curious  mingling  of  excellence  and  the 
opposite  which  characterize  a  large  proportion  of  them,  the  reviewer  hopes 
he  may  be  pardoned  for  appending  a  note  for  the  benefit  of  others  who 
may  be  compiling  histories  of  Connecticut  families.  The  State  Library  at 
Hartford  possesses  copies  (the  Barbour  collection),  unverified  but  exceed¬ 
ingly  useful,  of  all  the  town  vital  records  in  the  State,  and  copies  of  these 
entries  can  be  obtained  for  a  very  modest  fee.  Copies  of  the  records  of 
many  churches  are  also  on  deposit  at  the  State  Library,  as  well  as  at  the 
Connecticut  Historical  Society  in  Hartford,  and  many  Probate  Districts 
have  deposited  their  files  at  the  State  Library.  Compilers  of  family  his¬ 
tories  need  not  therefore  confine  their  research  to  printed  works,  which  are 
usually  incomplete  and  too  often  inaccurate.  If  compilers  can  visit  these 
institutions  personally,  the  officials  will  be  found  most  courteous  in  aiding 
inquirers.  It  would  be  proper  and  advantageous  for  descendants  of  Con¬ 
necticut  families  who  are  compiling  a  history,  if  they  wish  to  avail  them¬ 
selves  fully  of  the  facilities  for  research  offered  by  the  Connecticut 
Historical  Society,  to  join  the  Society,  the  membership  fees  being  very 
moderate.  If  compilers  cannot  make  their  searches  in  person,  the  officials 
of  these  institutions,  when  unable  to  spare  the  time  to  search  their  records, 
recommend  genealogists  or  clerical  workers  who  can  do  so. 

If  possible,  the  land  records  of  the  town  where  the  family  resided  should 
also  be  searched,  for  they  are  full  of  valuable  genealogical  data.  In  this 
State,  each  town  has  possession  of  its  own  land  records.  Some  Probate 
Districts  still  retain  their  files,  and  the  record  volumes  often  contain  matter 
not  found  in  the  files.  These  can  be  searched  at  least  expense  (if  the 
compiler  cannot  do  so  personally)  by  a  genealogist  living  in  or  near  the 
town  where  the  records  are  located.  Since  the  writer  is  himself  a  genealo¬ 
gist,  his  motives  in  giving  this  advice  may  perhaps  be  misconstrued.  He 
has,  however,  compiled  and  published  family  histories,  and  often  employs 
other  genealogists  for  research  in  other  localities;  and  is  convinced  from 
long  experience  that  the  best  results  can  be  obtained  by  this  method. 

The  issuing  of  a  family  history  is  a  major  expense.  Printing  costs  are 
high,  and  the  sales  of  the  volume  are  necessarily  limited.  In  an  under¬ 
taking  which  involves  in  total  many  hundreds,  and  often  several  thousands, 
of  dollars,  it  seems  a  great  pity  to  save  a  very  small  part  of  the  total  cost 
by  neglecting  to  obtain  readily  accessible  records  which  would  add  far 
more  to  the  intrinsic  value  of  the  book  than  a  handsome  appearance, 
desirable  though  the  latter  be.  That  family  histories  so  frequently  bear 
witness  to  a  deficiency  of  research,  must  be  attributed  to  the  compilers’ 
lack  of  knowledge  of  the  location  and  accessibility  of  records.  The  early 
generations  of  a  family  cannot  be  traced  and  arranged  adequately  without 
a  very  considerable  amount  of  research  in  original  record  sources;  the 
ordinary  methods  of  scholarship  fall  far  short  of  producing  exact  genea¬ 
logical  data. 

A  large  majority  of  family  histories  are  compiled  by  some  member  of 
the  family  who,  notwithstanding  the  interest  and  enthusiasm  he  brings  to 
the  task,  and  the  natural  ability  he  may  possess,  lacks  experience  in  this 
type  of  research.  If  he  happens  to  live  far  from  the  old  towns  where  the 
early  generations  of  the  family  resided,  the  difficulties  of  his  undertaking 
are  increased,  and  often  he  is  utterly  without  realization  of  the  many 
avenues  open  to  research.  In  addition  to  those  mentioned  above,  there  are 
many  volumes  of  original  documents  at  the  State  Library,  relating  to 
Colonial  and  Revolutionary  times,  and  they  are  well  indexed.  There  are 
County  Court  records  and  Superior  Court  records.  Copies  of  the  inscrip¬ 
tions  in  many  graveyards  can  be  seen  at  various  historical  society  libraries, 
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while  other  graveyards  have  to  be  visited  to  secure  data.  There  are  also 
the  invaluble  federal  census  records  for  each  decade,  in  addition  to  the 
printed  first  census  (1790).  Finally,  the  files  of  the  Pension  Bureau  in 
Washington  are  teeming  with  information  concerning  Revolutionary  War 
soldiers  and  their  families,  and  record  searchers  in  Washington  can  be 
employed  to  abstract  them  at  very  moderate  fees. 

Yet  volume  after  volume  is  turned  out  at  large  cost  of  publication,  in 
blissful  ignorance  of  these  various  record  sources, — full  of  erroneous  deduc¬ 
tions  and  inconsistencies, — bearing  evidence  of  rank  amateurishness.  To  be 
sure,  it  would  be  quite  expensive  to  cover  all  these  sources  thoroughly.  It 
may  be  necessary  to  keep  this  expense  within  certain  limits.  That  may  be 
taken  for  granted.  But  many  compilers  never  even  make  a  beginning,  and 
apparently  never  even  learn  that  these  record  sources  are  available.  Every 
family  history  is  certain  to  contain  something  of  value,  since  the  compiler 
obtains  information  and  records  from  family  sources.  However,  it  is  rare 
for  family  records  to  extend  back  much  more  than  100  years,  or  150  years 
at  most;  and  for  the  early  generations,  the  compiler  is  too  often  satisfied 
to  follow  what  he  finds  in  print,  in  total  ignorance  of  its  trustworthiness, 
and  to  reconcile  all  difficulties  he  may  encounter  by  assumptions  and  guesses. 
In  view  of  this  situation,  the  wonder  is  that  so  many  good  family  histories 
have  been  written,  and  that  the  average  one  is  even  as  good  as  it  is. 

If  this  note  should  prove  helpful  to  compilers  or  prospective  compilers  of 
such  works,  its  purpose  will  be  served.

As  announced  at  the  end  of  the  first  issue  of  the  present 
volume,  the  death  of  our  printer,  Mr.  Smith,  in  addition  to  our 
feeling  of  personal  loss,  placed  on  the  editor  the  burden  of 
making  new  arrangements  immediately.  AVe  are  pleased  to 
announce  that  all  difficulties  have  been  satisfactorily  met,  and 
that  the  future  of  the  magazine  is  not  menaced  by  a  financial 
setback.  The  subscription  list  was  insufficient  to  meet  printing 
costs,  but  the  sale  of  back  issues  from  time  to  time  has  made 
good  the  deficit  and  covered  all  expenses,  leaving  a  very  small 
surplus  with  which  to  start  the  next  volume. 

The  alphabetical  appearance  of  family  statistics  has  now 
reached  well  into  the  letter  R,  emboldening  us  to  hope  that  two 
more  volumes  will  complete  the  work.  This  volume  has  been 
almost  solidly  devoted  to  the  Families  of  Ancient  New  Haven, 
with  very  little  space  given  to  other  matter.  In  this  issue,  we 
are  printing  72  pages  instead  of  64,  so  as  to  make  room  for  book 
reviews  and  one  or  two  special  features. 

In  preparing  such  a  mass  of  data  for  publication,  in  addition 
to  extensive  genealogical  research  on  which  the  editor  is 
employed  professionally,  it  is  too  much  to  hope  that  errors  can 
be  entirely  avoided.  AVe  are  correcting  them  at  the  end  of  each 
volume  as  rapidly  as  they  are  discovered  or  pointed  out  to  us. 
Not  infrequently,  they  turn  out  to  be  old  errors  taken  years  ago 
from  inaccurate  printed  sources  and  remaining  on  our  books 
notwithstanding  every  effort  to  eliminate  unverified  matter. 

It  gives  us  great  pleasure  to  announce  that  Mr.  Gilbert  H. 
Doane,  of  the  University  Library,  Lincoln,  Nebraska,  editor  of 
the  Nebraska  and  Midwest  Genealogical  Record,  will  be  added  to 
our  editorial  staff.  Beginning  with  the  next  issue,  Mr.  Doane 
will  contribute  reviews  of  current  genealogical  books  or  peri¬ 
odicals.  Mr.  Doane  is  well  known  in  genealogical  circles  for  the 
critical  judgment  and  independent  expression  which  characterize 
his  reviews.
